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CasTOR OIL is recommended by one of our con- 
temporaries to prevent foaming in boilers. A home- 
pathic dose is said to be sufficient. It is put in at 
the check valve when foaming begins, and from two 
ounces to a pint a day has been found sufficient in 
a tubular 44 in. boiler, 14 ft. long, carrying 100 to 
200 lbs. of steam. This may be the effect of 
homeepathic doses, but, according to the recollec- 
tions of our youth, castor oil produces a good deal 
of commotion in the boilers when taken internally 
in heroic doses. 








Sir Henry Hatrorp has published a volume on 
the *‘Art of Shooting with the Rifle,” in which he says 
that the instructions in the English musketry dril 
book are both poor and incorrect, inasmuch as the 
head only (not the body) should be brought round 
to the target, the body and legs being in one line 
oblique to it. He also advovates the back position 
for military purposes, because the best results are 
thus attained, and hopes that the soldier’s equip- 
ment may some day be such as to allow him to use 
“any position which will increase the accuracy of 
his fire.” 


Tue time of the officers and men attached to the 
Tallapoose, now in the South Atlantic, will expire 
ov Jan. 1 next, the ship having been commissioned 
in January, 1886. It was first thought that a relief 
set would be sent out to the ship, but it is now un- 
derstood that she will be ordered home early next 
year, and upon her arrival in New York the offi- 
cers will be detacbed and the crew paid off and dis- 
charged. It is then proposed to order new officers 
to the ship and send her back on the station. Such 
ships are very useful in South American waters, as 
being of light draught they are enabled to navigate 
the many shallow rivers on that coast which would 
be inaccessible to ships of heavier draught. 











AS WILL be seen from the Army orders published 
this week, the Inspector-General’s Department has 
received attention in the way of changes of stations. 
Owing to the illness of General Jones, the next 
senior colonel, J. C. Breckinridge, lately returned 
from Europe, and for some years past on duty at 
the Headquarters Division of the Missouri, takes 
charge of the Department with station in Washing- 
ton; Colonel R. P. Hughes goes to Govertor’s 
Island for duty in the Division of the Atlantic ; 
Lieutenant-Colonel E. M. Heyl, from San Antonio 
to Chicago ; Lieutenant-Colonel G. H. Burton, from 
Los Angeles to San Francisco, and Major H. W. 
Lawton, from Washington to Fort Leavenworth. 








Major-GENERAL's HowaRrp’s order on gambling, 
which we published last week, has created some- 
what of a sensation in the Division of the Pacific, 
and many are anxious to see if the Atlantic and 
Missouri. will follow suit. The New York Times 
leniently says: ‘‘Gambling is a vice which has 
always flourished to a greater or less extent in the 
Army from the time of Washington to the present. 
.The very monotony of ordinary garrison life is a 
temptation to this excitement. Yet, after all, it 
might be shown that it exists in the Army only in 
the same way as in civil life, so that it cannot fairly 
be called a peculiarly besetting sin of the military 
career. It will be interesting to see how General 
Howard gets on with his sweeping probibition of 
playing cards for money.” 





THE retirement of Colonel N. B. Sweitzer, 2d 
Cavalry, under the 30 years’ service act, which oc- 
curred Oct. 29, was delayed in consequence of 
the uncertainty surrounding the promotions that 
would follow owing to the delay in the decision in 
the Court-martial case of Lieut.-Colonel G. A. For- 
syth, 4th Cavalry. The modified sentence in the 
ease of Colonel Forsyth debars him from promotion 
for three years from Oct. 27, 1888, so that the pro- 
motions in consequence of Colonel Sweitzer's re- 
tirement are as follows: Lieut.-Colonel D. R. Clen- 
denin, 8d Cavalry, to be colonel 2d; Major John J. 
Upham, 5th Cavalry, to be lieut.-colonel 3d Cav- 
alry; Captain Gerald Russell, 3d Cavalry, to be 
major 5th; ist Lieutenant James Allen, 3d Oavalry, 
to be captain; 2d Lieutenant Thomas B. Dugan, 3d 
Cavalry, to be ist lieutenant 8d Cavalry, vice Allen. 








THE general annual return for the British Army 
for 1887, just published, shows that in 1885, when 
89,973 recruits joined, the number whose age was 
under 19 was 14,748, or about 87 per cent. of the 
whole. In 1887, when only 31,234 joined, the num- 
ber of those below the age of 19 was 18,741, or 44 
per cent. of the whole. During the year there 
were 5,355 desertions, 11,905 discharges, and 10,701 

ransferred to the Army Reserve; 10,598 men were 
tried by court-martial, a decrease of upwards of 
2,000 on gach of the two preceding years. Of the 
203,060 non-commissioned officers and men, 149,145 
were English, 17,084 Scotch, and 31,342 Irish, 4,796 
born in India or the Colonies, 157 foreigners, and 
536 ‘‘not reported.” 5,027 soldiers could neither read 
nor write, 2,696 could read but not write, and 2,801 
could write but not read, and 22 per 1,000 who 
could neither read nor write. 








THE feelings of the Italians when they exhibited 
to the German Emperor their magnificent fleet in 
the Bay of Naples can, says the Army and Navy 
Gazette, be easily imagined. ‘‘ Whatever the North- 
ern Monarch might have thought ot their troops 
when he compared them with his own legions, about 
this naval force there could not be two opinions. 
Italy has a right to be proud of the navy she has so 
speedily built up. It is a credit to her Government 
and to the naval men who have so ably and ener- 
getically called it into being. The launch of the Re 
Umberto and the brilliant review which followed it, 
are national events, and the interest taken in them 
by the Italians themselves is not to be marvelled at. 
The time may come when we may also feel relief 
that asecond naval power has grown up on the 
shores of the Mediterranean during the last few 
years; and meanwhile, as one maritime nation to 
another, we can congratulate Italyon the grand 
and powerful force she was able to exhibit to her 
ally.” 








CapTaIn James THORNE HARPER, in an order 
issued to his command, Oo. I, 7th N.Y. Regt., direct- 
ing them to appear for annual inspection, says: 
** No excuse will be received for absence. Men de- 
tained at home on account of slight sickness, must 
take a carriage and be driven to the armory, in 
order to insure their presence at muster. The com- 
mandant will pay personal attention to their eom- 
fort, and will not allow them to be subjected to un- 
necessary fatigue. This company received the high- 
est figure of merit at last inspection. It cannot 
afford to retrograde. It must therefore receive 100 





per cent. at the coming inspection. The command- 
ant calls upon every man to do his duty.” ‘‘Here’s 
richness,” as Mr. Squeers would say. Imagine the 
feelings of the enlisted men of a company of the Re- 
gular Army whio should receive such an order as 
this! Fortunately, the men of the 7th New York 
are quite able to provide carriages when they are 
needed, and, perhaps, the captain will, if necessary, 
pay the bill for them, as General Grant is said to 
have paid the National debt, “‘out of his own 
pocket.” Certainly, he is to be commended for the 
zeal he shows in maintaining the high standard of 
his company. 








BREVET BRIGADIER-GENERAL NELSON BOWMAN 
SweiTzer, colonel 2d U. 8. Cavalry, was duly placed 
on the retired list Oct. 29, at his own request, un- 
der Section 1248, Revised Statutes, having been 
thirty years and over in the Service. General 
Sweitzer entered the Military Academy from Penn- 
sylvania iu 1849, was graduated in 1858 and as- 
signed to the 2d Dragoons, and when the war broke 
out was captain of the ist U. 8. Oavalry. He was 
appointed A. D. C. to General McClellan, with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, and served in that ca- 
pacity from July, 1861, to March 31, 1868. In 
November, 1864, he was appointed colonel of the 
16th New York Cavalry, afterwards became colonel 
of the 83d New York Provisional Cavalry, aod was 
mustered out of the volunteer service Sept. 21, 
1865. In 1866 he was promoted major of the 2d 
U. 8. Cavalry, became lieutenant colonel of the 8th 
Cavalry June 25, 1877, and colonel of the 2d Cav- 
alry Jan. 9,1886. General Sweitzer’s distinguished 
services throughout the war gained him four brevets 
in the Regalar Army—major, lieutenant colonel, 
colonel, and brigadier general—and one, that of 
brigadier general, in the volunteer service. His 
long and honorable ca)eer entitles him to the thanks 
of his country and good wishes for his future.’ 








CONCLUDING a series of eight articles on the Con- 
struction of ‘Furnaces for burning liquid fuels, the 
Engineer says: The German Navy will have to await 
the adoption of liquid fuel for torpedo boats in 
foreign countries without following suit, for the 
simple reason that native oil, under existing cir- 
cumstances, could be obtained only at an enormous 
increase of cost, and in inadequate quantities, and 
the purchase of oil from foreign countries would 
involve great expenditure in oil-stations, and would 
place our Government at the mercy of a foreign 
Power in the event of war. Russia and the United 
States, on the other hand, who are largely blessed 
with mineral oil, and England, which could easily 
procure a shale oil at a reasonable price from its own 
bituminous slate jclay, have every reason to seri- 
ously consider the adoption of liquid fuel by their 
navies, especially now that its technical adapta- 
bility has been clearly demonstrated. If France 
should adopt liquid fuel, although it has but a few 
important oil wells in the Sevennes, near Pezenas, 
and in the department of Hérault, the reason for 
this may be found in the fact that the coal seams of 
France might, in the event of a war, prove inade- 
quate for the demands of her railways and fleet, as 
the mobilization of the 17th Army Corps is said to 
have proved. France would, therefore, be wise to 
provide an important section of her fleet, the tor- 
pedo boats, with furnaces for Jiquid fuel. From 
whence the French are going to get their liquid fuel 


it is impossible to say.

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MODERN ARTILLERY. 
To the Editor ef the Army and Navy Journal: 


in the Journal of the Royal United Service In- 
atitution, No. 144, appeared some tables relating to 
borse artill guns. General Merritt bas recently 
given us ani of the kind of marching we may 
expect the cavairy to do, and it is enough to startle 
the ee ag horse battery commander. No horse 
artil in Europe could in this country keep in 
sight of his column at the rate he proposes to march. 
At any rate, be has indicated very clearly the meas- 
ure of mobility which the artillery must secure in 
order to keep pace with bis troopers. 

Jt is now in order to bave an expression of opin- 
ion as to the kind of Gapting he expects to do, that 
we may obtain some definite idva as to what be will 
require of the horse battery commander, at least as 
to range, when this part of the programme is to 
be carried out. 

In order to show what has been claimed, and no 
doubt justly, to have been the influence of cavalry 
council and demands upon horse artillery, as illus- 
trated by the example of the Russian gun, the data 
presented by these tables may be cousidered, both 
in the light of this result, and as compared with 
other guns of the same kind. 

In a recent paper upon the subject of field artil- 
lery materiél, the subscriber made the statement 
that for fleld guns any “ initial velocity over 1,400f. s. 
was a high one, over 1,500 f. s. very high, and exces- 
sive when over 1,600 f. s. This was for guns actually 
in service, and is confirmed even by these tables, 
for the English guns mentioned are not yet in ser- 
vice. But one light field gun, the Spanish 3.''43,

hese for the premises. The question arises why 
are there, or should there be, very high or excessive 
velocities for borse artillery guns, taking even 1,500 
t.s. as a very high velocity? 

Before undertaking to submit an answer, it may 
here be premised that such answer will not be based 
either upon the experiences or judgment of this 
writer, but upon those of some of the most experi- 
enced und capable artillery officers in the French, 
German and Russian services; in the latter case 
coupled with these of cavalry officers as to the char- 
= of horse artillery best suited to their require- 
ments. 

The answer to the first part of the question is that 
these velocities have vot been obtained, because of 
bailistic requirements as governed by the tactical 
necessities of battle, but mure because of the num- 
ber of rounds per gun made necessary by the latter 
and other obvious conditions. Ana in the case of 
Germany by the furtber fact that having until re- 
cently, perhaps, bad but a borse and light field gun 
proper, these each to some extent had to serve 
double purposes. The necessities for a large num 
ber of rounds with such guns are many, probably the 
greatest being in the fact that in service with cav- 
alry the ammunition train is not always within 
reach. This condition keeps down the weight of the 
projectile, and as the artilleryman desires to get all 
be cau out of his gun, these high velocities result. 

The anewer to the second part of the question is to 
be found in the example eiven by the Russian horse 
artillery gun, constructed upon conditions deter- 
mined oy both artillery aad cavalry officers. This 
gunisof recent model (1877), and, moreover, was 
one which was desigued 1m connection with a light 
and a heavy field gun,thus forming at once the 
complete system of field guns. From these tables it 
will be seen that the initial velocity for this guy is 
only 1360 f. s., or less than for any other gun of any 
kind—certainly at first sight a surprising condition 
for a guu of such recent model. It. will at once be 
surmised that the strength of carriage, and the 
weight of the projectile, which is the same as for the 
light field guo, have much to do with this. But 
these are the results of premeditation, and because 
other conditions admitted of them. 

As the chief function of such a gun is evidently to 
fire against animate objects, shrapnel fire will pre- 
ponderate, but when this projectile for this gun is 
examined it is found to contain 165 bullets 41 to the 
pound, and the velocity above indicated renders 
thie fire effective up to only about 3,000 yards. 
When compared with other horse artillery guns this 
lack on power seems amazing. But it is the result 
of carefully studied demgn, and no doubta wise one, 
if the Russian cavalry generals intend to practice 
what they preached. But first as to the horse bat- 
teries serving with the corps artillery. Lieut. Wisser 
bas recently given a grapbie description as to their 
services in aiding or sustaining the infantry at- 
tack. Here the fire will be almost exclusively with 
sbrapnel and at short ranges, and there is absolutely 
RO necessity for a high initial velocity, and one even 
less than bas been adopted would serve the artillery- 
man’s purposes better for such fighting. as it would 
much better evable him to regulate his time fuzes. 
So with the fighting of such guns if attached to ad- 
vance or rear guards, 

The other great sphere of action for the horse bat- 
tery is, of course, with the rareey, Ulere the artil- 
leryman might reasonably be left to fight his guns 
as he deemed best, and for this purpose he would 
naturally desire the moat extended range and power 
possible—certainly un effective range with shiapnel 
exceeding 3,000-yards. -But the result proves con- 
clusively that the Russian cavalry generals who had 
a haud in this matter were of opinion that pe A were 
to fight the batties, and evidently in so doing did 
not expect to play at longtaw with cavalry. And it 
might naturally Se asked what kind of acavairy 
commander would he be who could devise a way to 
fieht his command at even a 3,000 yard range; the 
carbines, even the rifle muskét would be out of the 
question ; the lance, and his beloved arme blanc, no 
where, Even when be had to face infantry, and as- 
sault or resist to the bitter end, bis batteries would 
have no occasion for extended raages, but would 
noe oe be right with — music, and that would

sure in the bore of the gun. These settled, the car- 
riage stood even with a very light gun of the same 
calibre as for the light field gune(7) and uniformity 
of projectiles was secured for both. 

Such was the influence which the Russian cavalry 
officer had upon the borse artillery gun” Vo an ar- 
tilleryman an apperently 80 powerless a gun looked 
rather gruesome, but if the cavairy commander 
bhuppens to be of that kind who is never going to let 
him come into action at auything like even 3,000 vds., 
matters do not look so bad after all, and when the 
fight is on he may, perhaps, have many aud cogent 
reasons for congratulation, for iustance, at short 
rauges his gun is quite as powerful and very much 
more mobile than most of the lig&t field guns. 

4ninspection of the criticisms, especially of the 
German artillery officers after their late war, shows 
that the time fuse practice of their horse batteries 
was not up to the stundard, especially at short 
ranges. This is unquestionably due to a very high 
initial velocity rapidly lost bya light projectile, the 
worst possible condition for shrapnel practice at 
such ranges. 

Witbin a range of 3,000 yards, any other borse ar- 
tillery gun and most of the light field ecuns in 
Europe will find this Russian one ao ugly customer 
to deal with, to say the least, and there are very few 
situations, indeed, where they can be called upon to 
go into action at greater range. 

From the foregoing it may have become apparent 
that battle rather than ballistic conditions govern, 
or ought to govern, in determining the imitial 
velocity, and that for horse artillery guns it should 
be very moderate if good results are to be expected; 
that with these conditions the cavairy commanders 
bave even more tosay than the artilleryman, and 
it goes without saying that together they sbould de- 
termine the question. 

In conclusion, it may be added thatin these tables 
the latest models ready for service are the Kruov 
field guns (1880): 3''31, 15.4 Ibs., proj. 1,501 f. s.; 3''425, 
14.96 }bs., proj. 1,456 f.s..and the heavy fieid 3''78, 
26.47 Ibs., proj. 1,424 f. s. . These two ligbt field guns 
weigh the same, cerry the same number of rounds, 
with very little difference in the weight of projec- 
tile, and both fire the same charge, ziving the same 
wuzzle energy. But one has a “high’’ and the 
otber a “very high” initial velocity. To bis custo 
mers it is evidently “\you pay your money and take 
your choice.” Any ove who will examine the 
shrapnel and their relative effectiveness, and calcu- 
late the range tables of effective battle ranges, etc., 
will soon find a deai of difference in the power of 
these guns atter the projectile leaves the muzzle 
and reaches battle ranges.

TO RESCUE WHALERS FROM PERIL. 


ACTING SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY THOMPsoy 
Oct. 30 received a long telegram from San Francisco 
signed by Senator Hearst and others, informing him 
of the perilous situation of the crews of shout, 
dozen whalers supposed to have been wrecked near 
Herald Island, mm the Aretic Ocean, and asking that 
arevenue steamer be sent at once to their assist. 
auce. ‘There are said to be nearly 500 men in the 
party, and they are in no condition to withstand the 
rigors of an Arctic winter. The revenue steamer 
Bear ia desired for the purpose of sending them pro- 
visions and clothing, without which, it is said, they 
will perish of Lhunger and cold. Acting Secretary 
Thompson visited the White House during the day 
and laid the matter before the President, saying 
that there is no yessel now in the revenue service fi; 
for a winter cruise to the Arctic. The steamer Bear, 
now at San Francisco, which was suggested for the 
expedition, would require extensive repairs, and 
Mr. Thompson added that there is no appropriation 
which can be utilized for this expense. The Presid. 
ent said that the case was a serious One, and re 
quired prompt action. He thereupon sent for Com- 
modore Harmony, Acting Secretary of the Navy, 
an‘ instructed him to take immediate steps for the 
relief of the whalers. Commodore Marmony pro. 
mised to do so, and said he would endeavor to com. 
mupicate with Commander Emory. commanding 
the Thetis, now cruising in the Arctic, and which is 
expected to arrive at San Francisco in a sbort time. 
The present plan isto fit this vessel out for a relief 
expedition as soon as she arrives at San Francisco, 
and to hasten her arrival there with that end in 
view. 

The Navy Department is making every effort to 
reach the Uni States steamer Thetis speedily, so 
that she may be despatched to the relief of the 
crews of the dozen of American whalers supposed 
to be wrecked in the Arctic Ocean. The vessel is 
believed to be cruising somewhere in Alaskas 
wuters beyond telegraphic communication, but in 
hopes of reaching her the United States Collector 
at Port Townsend, W. T., has been telegraphed to 
send word to every port where the ship is likely to 
stop, directing her commander to report to the 
Navy Department at once at the nearest telegraph 
station, so that he may receive necessary inv- 
structions. 

A despateb from San Francisco October 31 says. 
* Last night an officer came to this city from Mare 
lsland Navy-yard from Commodore Belkaoup to fini 
out what measures the owners of the whaling ves 
sels now in the Arctic ice pack thought should be 
adopted. He met also several whaling captains, and 
the general opinion was that the Government sbould 
send as many vessels north as can possibly be filte 
cout, as one might be uble to give aid where other 
could not. Commodore Belknap bas taken kiodly 
to this, and will telegraph a report to Washington 
iu its favor. There are three vessels which can_be 
made ready for sea in time for effective service. Ont 
1s the man-of-war Vandalia, which is the fastest of 
the lot. She is 1n port, and can start porth this week 
if ordered. The Thetis is expected daily at Puget 
Sound. She can go north again three days after he 
arrival. Last, the Bear, now io Oakland Creek. cad 
be fitted out in 10 days or two weeks. The Thetis 
and Bear are splendid iceboats, while the Vandalia 
could do effective servive as well.”

Moreover, while public quarters may very properly, 
when available, be utilized as amusement roows, 
coffee rooms, etc., they sbould pot be con verted into 
places for tbe sale of alcoholic beverages. Tbere is 
po objection urged to the sale by canteens of to- 
baceo in avy form or to beverages which do not

FORT LEAVENWORTH PRISON. 


THE commissioners who inspected Fort Leaven- 
worth Prison—Major-General Crook, Adjutant Geo- 
eral Drum and Lieutenant-Colonel Barr—report 
that numerous improvements bave been made since 
last report. ‘The institution of the insane ward, with 
cells so constructed as to keep the inmates under 
constant surveillance, has proved a marked success, 
and will, it is believed, put an end to malingering, 
of which the commissioners found evidence on their 
Jast visit, which has since beer confirmed by con- 
feasion. 

Tbe manufacturing departments gave evidence of 
careful supervision, and their productions, it 1s be- 
lieved, will compare favorably wrth those of private 
firms engaged in the same business. 123 persons, 
only, are engaged in constructive iodustry, 72 beng 
at work in the shoe shop. It isregretted that this 
branch of labor bas been restricted to its present 
limit. 472 prisoners were confined on October 9, 
against 485 on May 22 last. In response to a notice 
that the commissioners would bear complaints, 
vomplaints were received that good-conduct time 

ad been upjustly taken from them, but these com- 
plaints were not sustained. That of Charles Weir, 

te Co, A, Ist Iuf., was better founded. In 1875 he 
made his escape, and $9 taken from bim on his ar- 
rival was confiscated to the prison mess fund. This 
act of the commandant was without authority, and 
itis recommended that the amount be paid to bim 
from the mess fund. In conclusion, the commis- 
sioners express their gratification at the success 
Which bas attended the efforts of the new com. 
Mandant in the administration of the affairs of the 
Prison. It has never been in better condition.

COURTS-MARTIAL OF OFFICERS. 


THE general order announcing the proceedings 
and findings and the action of reviewing authorities 
in the Court-wartial cases of Lieut. Col. G. A. For- 
syth, 4tb Cav., and Ist Lieut. Alex. T. Dean, 4th Cav., 
wll oe issued from the Headquarters of the Army 
this week. 

Lieut. Col. Forsyth was tried at Fort Huachuca, 
Arizona, in June last on three formal charges. To 
cbarge 1, “Conduct tothe prejudice of good order 
and military discipline, in violating the 624 Articie 
of War."' There were six specifications, the Ist, 2d, 
8d and 6th setting forth duplication of pay accounts; 
the 4th, appropriation to bis own use ofa buggy, 
the property of Sergt. Jos. Ludsberger, Troop B, 4th 
Cav.;,the 5th, borrowing money of an enlisted man of 
his regiment without giving any security for the 
same. 

To charge 2, ‘Presenting, or causing to be pre- 
sented, false and fraudulent claims against. the 
United States, io violation of the 60th Article of 
War,” were two specifications showing duplication 
of pay accounts. 

There were six specifications to charge 3, “‘Con- 
duct unbecomiog an officer and a gentieman, in vio- 
lation of the 6lst Article of War.” The Ist and 2d 
involved duplication of pay account, and the 3d, 
4th, 5th, 6th and 7th indebtedness to various per- 
sons. 

The court found the accused guilty on all charge: 
and specifications, except specification 4, which al- 
leged the appropriation of the puggy. The sentence 
was: “To be dismissed the service of the Cuited 
States," accompanied by a recommendation for 
wercy from all the members of the courtand the 
several reviewing authorities. Gen. Miles, the offi- 
ovr convening the court, recommended a suspension 
fortwo years. The following indorsement of the 
President shows his action: “The offences of which 
this officer bas beea found guilty are so reprehensi- 
ble and in such violation of the course of conduct 
whicb should be a soldier’s pride. aud are besides so 
subversive of the honor and integrity of the Ser- 
vice, that 1 find it very difficult to defer in the least 
to the recom merdation of clemency in which all the 
members of the court who tried the accused have 
joined. Butin view of the facts that the reviewing 
officers have all suggested clemency, and consider- 
ing the somewhat conspicuous bravery and gallantry 
which the accused has exhibited io military service, 
the sentence of dismissal from the Service agreed on 
by the Vourt-wartial, is hereby modified to suspen- 
sion frow command, duty, rank, and promotiou for 
the term of three years, upon balf pay, and that the 
said Lieut. Col. Geo. A. Forsyth bein addition rep- 
rimanded in general orders.”’ 

Major Geo. Schotield in his letter of reprimand 
says: * The case of Lieut.-Col. G. A. Forsyth should 
be a warning example to all young officers. A short 
career, cbaracterizel by conspicuous bravery, was 
followed by along career characterized by insane 
pursuit of wealth, culmivating in conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and a gentleman, so dishonorable and 
so injurious to the military service that it has re- 
quired the most generous exercise of executive 
clemency to save this officer from extreme disgrace. 
If officers of the Army will be content to live 
modestly on the sufficient means provided for their 
support, devotiug themselves to their military 
duties, they will avoid the disaster which so often 
follows a greedy pursuit of money, preserve their 
— honor, and reflect credit upon the military ser- 
vice.” 

In the 2ase of Lieut. Alex. T. Dean, 4th Cav., there 
was one formal charge, ‘“‘conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman, in violation of the 6lst Ar- 
ticle of War,” aud three specifications setting forth 
that while under the iufluence of liquor be used 
vulgar, abusive and disrespectful language concern- 
ing his commanding officer, Major H. 8. Noyes, 4th 
Cav., and did threaten that he would disgrace a 
member of the family of said Major Noyesif be 
(Noyes) did not place bim in command of the troops 
of which he was Ist lieutenant and did also threaten 
“that he would kill Major Noyes if that officer 
should ever be the cause of his dismissal from the 
Service.” 

Tbe court found him guilty of the charge and trvo 
of the specifications and sentenced him to be dis- 
missed the Service. A majority of the court recom 
mendeo clemency. Gen. Schofield disapproved of 
the findings ana sentence, and Gen. Miles reecom- 
mended that he be allowed to resign. The Pres- 
ident approves the proceedings and findings of 
the court, but in view of tbe recommendation 
to clemency made by a majority of the court 
the reputation for bravery which the accused has 
earned the sentence of dismissal from the Service is 
modified to suspension from tank and duty ou half 
pay and confinement within the military post to 
which his company may be assigned for the period 
of six monthsand that he be reprimanded in General 
Orders.”’ 

Maj.-Gen. Schofield thus carries out the order for 
reprimaud: “ This is the third time in his short ser- 
vice of eight years that Lieut. Alex. T. Dean bas 
been tried by Court martial aod convicted of gross 
offences. Executive clemency bas saved bim from 
the extreme penalty prescribed by law for his last 
offences. But the stain which be has brought upon 
bis character cannot be removed except by complete 
reformation in bis conduct, by assiduous cultivation 
of thetraits of character which become ay officer 
and a gentleman, and by subordination, obedienve, 
and respect for superior authority which are indis- 
pensable qualities of a true soldier, without which 
even bravery in battle cannot suve him from ultim- 
ate disgrace and ruin.”

By this process u solid bar or ingot of steel 
is passed through a set of rolle, and comes out a 
tube with atwist fibre. In actual practice a man- 
dril is driven into the opening tube as the bar is 
whirled into the sbape of atube. The mandril is 
used not to make the hole, but to perfect it. The 
tube thus formed is not only the best, but itis just 
about as cheap as any for gun barrels. The pro- 
cess has beep partly understood for some time, but 
iron masters of experience doubted its practical de- 
velopment, so that it was not ado in practice 
by any one until within a few mon The result 
of the new process is sure to be the lowering of the 
the cost, and probably tbe price, of first class guns 
as well as those of other grades.” It is reported

According to the Army and Navy Gazette, the 
English Committee on Small Arms bas recently 
reported favorably on an invention for the con- 
version of the Martini-Henry into magazine rifles.

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IRRIGATION on a large scale is to be tried in Aus- 
tralia, as well asin this country. A Victorian deed, 
signed about a year ago, authorized Messrs. Chaffey 
to enter into the immediate occupation of 50,000 
acres, while a South Australian agreement, only re- 
cently signed, makes a similar arrangement as to 
80,000 acres. Each of these tracts of land is to form 
an irrigation settlement complete in itself. The 
Plans of the two settlements, as finally surveyed, 
have been prepared, including arrangements for a 
town in each. As long ago as March last there were 
270 persons in one of these settlements, and there 
had been sold 1610 acres of agricultural and horticul- 
tural lands, 458 town lots and 4 suburban lots. 





MaJor Joun A. DARLING, Ist U. S. Artillery, com- 
manding Fort Mason, Cal., bas recently made an in- 
teresting report to Major-General Howard regard- 
ing the condition of certain Christianized Indian 
tribes in Alaska. Complaint had been made that 
these Indians had been making incursions into Brit 
ish territory from Alaska, and had been committing 
depredations there, and Major Darling was sent to 
the locality spoken of tu make a thorough examin- 
ation.’ 





NEW GERMAN DRILL REGULATIONS. 


Our German contemporary, the Militér-Zeitung, 
of Berlin, has published a series of articles deserip- 
tive of the new German Drill Regulations (das neue 
Eazerzir-Reglement fiir die Infantrie). It informs 
us that the necessity for such new regulations has 
been recognized for more than a decade and was a 
matter of earnest consideration with the old Em- 
peror, William I. One of the first and most impor- 
tant acts of the reign of Frederick III. was the de- 
velopment and testing of a new system which has 
now finally been formulated by the present Em- 
peror. In all such matters, Germany has the in- 
estimable advantage of being under the rule of a 
race of soldiers who are able to understand and 
prompt to recognize the changes which modern war 
demands. They learned many lessons from our war 
and others from their own experience in the contests 
with Austria and France. Chief of these lessons, 
so far as they apply to the new regulations, is that 
of the worthlessness of a very large part of the 
movements which are the amusement of the parade 
ground. Simplicity and condensation are the essen- 
tial ideas of the new German system. At the same 
time the effort has been made to change the old 
regulations as liitle as possible while accomplishing 
the end in view. The intention has been not to add 
new movements but to select from the old what was 
best worth preserving, changing them as little as 
possible. The marching time has, among other 
things, been changed from 112 to 114 steps to the 
minute. Increased attention is to be given to the 
jnstruction of the individual man in firing drill and 
thus what we have had to say here, time and time 
again for the past quarter of a century, on the sub- 
ject of the primary importance of target or fire- 
practice receives the most emphatic endorsement 
from practical German soldiers. The shouldering 
of the rifle is abolished in certain cases. Thus, in 
future, privates will salute officers by presenting 
arms. While marching, troops will salute by sloping 
arms, the eyes being turned to the officer saluted. 
Under the requirements of the new regulations 
“every officer, from the commander of a company, 
is responsible for the training of his command, ac- 
cording to the regulations, and is to be fettered as 
little as possible in his choice of means. It is, how- 
ever, the absolute duty of those next above him to 
interfere if they should observe mistakes and want 
of progress. The drill course proper is to be com- 
pleted in the company. In the battalion this course 
is extended to close formations, and only in the bri- 
gade to combined formations. The fundamental 
principles of the school of combat will be tound in 
battalion drill. Upon the co-operation of companies 
in all positions depends the united fighting power 
of the infantry. The system of uniform training 
proceeds in the regimental school to deal with all 
questions of instruction command. The regimen- 
tal, and especially the brigade exercises, are the in- 
troduction to the subject of the higher troop lead- 
ing. Those of every rank in authority are, how- 
ever, held responsible that the drill regulations are 
put in practice in all their parts, and their require- 
ments complied with in the most absolute manner.” 








THE PARTITION OF AFRICA. 


In the partition of Africa among the Europeans, 
which seems to be in progress, there has fallen to 
the Imperial British East. African Company—a 
trading corporation—by concession from the Sultan 
of Zanzibar, a section of Eastern Equatorial Africa 
67,000 miles in extent. This is a territory about 
the size of the kingdom of Prussia, or as large a8 
the six New England States with Delaware added. 
It is the natural maritime outlet for the Egyptian 
Soudan, in which England is seeking to establish @ 
foothold, and it contains one of the very best har- 
bors on the east coast of Africa, Delagoa Bay not 
excepted. This is Mombasa, which was colonized 
by Persia before our Ohristian era began, and has 
for over nine centuries been in the hands of the 
Arabs, with the episode of a temporary occupation 
by the Portuguese in the sixteenth century. The 
territory which has thus come under British control 
stretches from the Victoria Nyanza to the Indian 
Ocean, It is guarded on the north and south by 
the highest of the African mountains, having peaks 
ranging from 9,000 feet to 19,000 feet in height. It 
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well watered, and, owing to its mountainous situ- 
ation, it has the climate and the flora of the tem- 
perate zone. Its scenery is described as ‘‘ grand, 
remarkable and beautifal.” In it are found 
the torrid as well as fauna—the elephants, 
rhinoceros, hippopotamus, buffalo, leopard, lion, 
monkey and ostrich. I's rivers abound in 
fish. The tsetse fly, so destructive elsewhere, 
in Africa, is unknown here; mosquitos are confined 
to a few sections, fleas and bed-bugs are thus far 
unknown, and snakes are not numerous, the veno- 
mous species being rare. Cattle, asses, goats, and 
sheep abound, the last affording the most excellent 
mutton, and fine hens furnish the best of eggs and 
poultry. The country is finely timbered, and there 
are magnificent trees which are highly prized for 
shipbuilding. Ooffee grows wild; india rubber, the 
sweet potato, the sugar cane, indian corn, millet, 
peas, beans, and rice are among the vegetable pro- 
ducts, and there are districts adapted to the culti- 
vation of tea, cocoa, and vanilla. There is good 
building stone, an abundance of iron, and copper 
is found. The country is, in short, one to tempt 
the European colonist, and it promises to add a 
new and most valuable province to the British em- 
pire. The United States appears to be the only 
great State which is not to be included in this 
division of Africa; possibly it is to be assumed that 
our happy possession of four or five million citizens 
of African descent is our fair share in the partition 
—in which case we may be said to have drawn our 
dividends in advance. But was it not our New 
York newspaper reporter, Stanley, who opened the 
road into Equatorial Africa, and are we to have 
nothing but the glory of this achievement? Sup- 
pose we settle this Canadian-Sackville-retaliation 
business by giving a quit claim deed for all our 
rights, present and prospective, in the African con- 
tinent, taking one for the British possessions in 
North America in return. 








THE Ordnance and Fortification Board, Major- 
General Schofield President, began its important 
work on Tuesday last, all the members being pres- 
ent. Little time was lost in getting down to actual 
business. The fortification bill was read and its 
provisions discussed with the view to outlining a 
programme of action. This resulted in a decision 
to proceed at once toward carrying out the pro- 
vision appropriating a million and a half for steel 
forgings in order that contracts may be made at the 
earliest possible time for their delivery. The Chief 
of Ordnance having furnished a large mass of data 
in the way of specifications, forms of contract and 
regulations for inspection of forgings, the Board 
immediately began the examination of these papers. 
After an agreement is reached as to size of forgings, 
form of advertisement, specifications, etc., the 
Board will make its recommendations to the Secre- 
tary of War, who will, if he approves, direct ths 
Ordnance Department to carry them out. For the 
present, or until the matter of the forgings has 
been disposed of, the Buard will hold its session in 
Washington. Owing to the absence of Colonel 
Abbot, who was forced to leave after the first meet- 
ing by reason of an engagement to lecture at the 
Naval War College, the Board adjourned from 
Wednesday until Monday, the recorder meanwhile 
being engaged in the collection of documents on 
modern ordnance. 








CoLonEL JouN O. TIDBALL, ist Art., having been 
granted leave of absence for two months from Nov. 
1, his term of active service may be regarded as 
ending on that date, as he will retire within a short 
time after his leave expires on the 28th of January 
next. Ool. H. W. Olosson was determined upon 
some time ago as his successor at the Fort Monroe 
Artillery School, but in view of that officer’s detail 
to duty on the Ordnance and Fortification Board, it 
may be necessary to place some other officer in 
command, temporarily if not permanently. No de- 
cision has been finally reached in the matter. The 


Army will receive with regret the announcement of 
the near approach of the date which is to terminate 
Ool. Tidball’s connection with active service. He is 
one of the men who honor the profession of arms, 
and who might well be remembered with those who, 
but for the inexorable law of retirement, should be 
continued upon the active list so long as life and 





strength remain. He has been brevetted major, 
lieutenant colonel, colonel and brigadier general of 
the Regulars, and major general of Volunteers for 
gallant and meritorious service, and brigadier gen- 
eral of Volunteers fer gallant and distinguished ser- 
vices. The list of engagements in which he has 
borne a distinguished part is too long to be given 
here, and would be considered anywhere else equiv- 
alent to a title of nobility, and only fails to be ex- 
ceptional bere because our war of the Rebellion bas 
made us rich in seasoned soldiers. 








Amone the many matters pendiug which will re- 
ceive the attention of Secretary Whitney early 
upon his return to Washington, the latter part of 
next week, after the election is over, is the appoint- 
ment of two commissioners, authorized by the late 
Naval Appropriation bill, to select sites for Navy- 
yards on the Gulf and Pacific coasts. Commodore 
Harmony has prepared a list of names of officers 
who are anxious for the detail, which he will sub- 
mit for the action of the Secretary. Commander 
Stockton, Commodore Harmony’s assistant, will 
undoubtedly be one of the officers of the Pacific 
Slope Commission. « 








By orders this week, the JouRNAL’s prediction in 
regard to changes in the Inuspector-General’s De- 
partment is fully verified. Colonel Hughes goes to 
New York, Lieufenant-Colonel Heyl to Chicago and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Burton to the Presidio of Cali- 
fornia. Three Departments are still without In- 
spectors—Missouri, Texas and Arizyma. Mujor 
Lawton is booked for the former, and will take 
station there as soon as he has completed certain 
inspections which have been delayed in consequence 
of the illness of Major Farnsworth. Major Sumner, 
5th Cavalry, will continue to act until his arrival. 
In the Departments of Texas and Arizona no acting 
inspectors have yet been designated. 








THE Commissary General of Subsistence makes 
one recommendation in his annual report which will 
find favor with many, viz., that no part of the ra- 
tion of the soldier should go to the post fund and 
that no part of the savings from the ration should 
be expended for post schools, etc., or any purpose 
other than food.” There seems, judging from much 
correspondence we have received during the past 
few years, to be a necessity for a change of system 
in the administration of these funds—company, 
post and regimental—and we hope to see the que:- 
tion taken hold of vigorously, ere long by the con- 
trolling military authorities, and satisfactorily dis- 
posed of. 


By the assignment this week of Lieutenant-Col- 
onel H. C. Wood as Assistant Adjutant General 
Department Dakota, as heretofore indicated in 
these columps, all vacancies in the stations of As- 
sistant Adjutants General become filled. No other 
changes are now expected in this department before 
May next, when there may be a slight shaking up 
incident to the retirement of Adjutant General 
Drum. It was unfortunate that Lieutenant Colonel 
Wood should have been required to leave Washing- 
ton before he had completed a full tour of service 
there. 








AN important change in the organization of the 
Adjutant-General’s ofice takes place this week. 
Under the new order of things the work of the office 
is divided up into two divisions, one having charge 
of the affairs pertaining to the Regular Army, the 
other of matters relating to the volunteer service. 
The former is presided over by Colonel Kelton, the 
latter by Colonel McKeever. This change is accom- 
plished by transferring to Colonel Kelton the ap- 
pointment, promotion and commission branch re 
cently vacated by Colonel Greene, and the enlisted 
braneh, just vacated by Oolonel Wood. In addi- 
tion to the miscellaneous branch, already in his 
charge, Colonel McKeever will occupy the office 
vacated by Lieutenant-Colonel Wood, but his duties 
are new ; he will exercise a supervising control over 
the affairs of the branches presided over by Majors 
Ward and Schwan, the two officers being subordi- 
nate to him. The change took effect Nov. 1. 





Tue Fourth Auditor of the Treasury has in- 
structed his bookkeepers to open individual ac- 
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counts with each and every officer of the Navy, and 
that all amounts paid to” officers from and after 
July 1 last, whether for” pay, mileage, or on any 
other accounts, be charged to an officer’s account, 
and all amounts refunded to the United States, 
credited, so it will be possible from July 1 last, to 
determine at a glance just how much has been paid 
an officer, and on what account. This will not ia- 
terfere with or add to the regular work of the pay- 
master. The amounts and nature of the payment 
will be made up from the different pay rolls, avd 
will be kept separately in the office of the Fourth 
Auditor. It will entail an additional amount of 
work to the clerical force. 








In reference to Mr. Frank Chisweli’s letters of 
Ang. 24 and Oct. 10, concerning the tonvage of 
British “38 gun” frigates in 1812, Mr. Theodore 
Roosevelt writes us that he cannot at the moment 
give the dimensions as requested. He says: “ The 
tonnage of the contending vessels ig the War of 1812 
is most difficult to get at. Undoubtedly, as Mr. 
Chiswell says, no British 38 gun frigate exceeded 
1100 tons by British measurement; but tbe British 
and American methods of measurement not only 
differed, but differed so completely that it is bard 
to even say how they corresponded. Thus the 
British captured the Chesapeake and Hornet, which 
by our scale measured, respectively, 1244 and 480 
tons; they rut them down as 1135 and 460. But 
when they captured the Peacock and Argus, of 508 
aud 298 tons, according to our lists, they put them 
down as of 539 and 316. Thus, while our system 
gave the Chesapeake and Hornet agreater nominal 
tonnage than the British gave them, the direct re- 
verse was the case with the Peacock and Argus. 
Moreover, we even differed among ourselves; one 
Secretary of the Navy states that the ‘44 gun’ frig- 
ates measure 1444 tons, and avother that they meas: 
ure 1576. Even barring the size of the Macedonian, 
expressed in American tons, upon the British figures 
for the Chesapeake, we would get the fcllowing 
result: Chesapeake, American measurement, 1244 
tons: Chesapeake, British measurement, 1135 tons; 
Macedonian, British measurement, 1081 tons—se 
that by American measurement the Macedonian 
would be 1185 tons, if the analogy was correct. But 
ehe was placed in our lists as of 1325 from the time 
she was captured. The frigate of the same name 
appearing on the lists in 1836 or 18388 was put down 
as of 1341 tons. We captured one sloop that was ac- 
curutely measured. by her captor (the Penguin was 
her name), and anotber, the Zpervier, that was 
taken into port, and added to our fleet, having been 
measured by the naval inspector. The official re- 
ports of the captain in one case, and of the naval 
iuspector in the other, agree perfectly ; and accord- 
ing to the inspector's report the Epervier was of 477 
tons, and as such she was valued and was rated on 
our lists. But on the British lists she appears as of 
only 388 tons. 

“if, then, the difference in the nominal revults 
given by the two systems was as great in the case of 
the frigate Macedonian as it was in that of the sloop 
Epervier, the Macedonian and her sister ships would 
have tonned about 13/9. so that I am inclined to 
think that ber size, as given in our lists—1,326 tons — 
is about right. Of course, in my lists, all I cared to. 
getat was the comparative tonnage; for convenience 
1 raised the dimensions of the British ships by ex- 
pressing them in American tons, but the resalt 
would have been the same had I lowered the dimen- 
sions of the American ships by expressing them in 
British tons. I simply wished to protest against 
James’ plan of using one system for our vessels and 
another system for theirs. Moreover, even the 
methods of measurement in the countries must 
have differed. Thus, the Bricish frigate-built sloop 
Cyane is put down in James as ‘ main deck, 118 feet, 
2iaches’; but when captured she was surveyed and 
measured, and Lieutenant Hoffman's report made 
her, ‘length of spar deck, 124 feet,9 inches,’ and 
‘length of gun deck 128 feet, 3 inches.’ So that again 
the tonnage of a vessel would be nominalis to- 
creased if given on the American system. I regret 
[ cannot give Mr. Cbhiswell more definite infurme- 
tion. But, certainly, the facts as quoted above seems 
to me to show that the figures given in my book are 
substantially correct; always remembering that in 
each case | give the ficures for both ships in American 
tons.” 








A SUBALTERNS of cavalry at Fort Omaha, fired with 
the zeal of bis profession, undertook to practice him- 
self in the sabre exercise at the unfortunate moment 
when the editor of a local society paper, the Ba- 
celsior, was passing by. Seeing a mounted officer

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fact in the next number of his paper, under the 
heading of * Whiskey in the Army.” The officers of 
thé fort were naturally scandalized by this report 
and an investigation waz ordered, which resulted in 
the discovery of. the origin of the report and it was 
concluded that Excelsior was ouly excelled in its 
ignorance of cavalry drill by its readiness to think 
evil of its neighbors. So it was forbidden the fort 
and its editor se1t to Coventry. 





Wii11AM Howarp MIL148, in the Washington Post, 
expresses the confident hope that Secretary Whit- 
ney will be allowed to continue at the head of 
the Navy Department. He says that when Mr. 
Whitney accepted the Navy portfolio “ our Navy 
was @ navy in name only; alot of better officers 
than the world ever kaew in any other Navy and a 
lot of more worthless, rotten wooden bulks and 
rusty iron cheese boxes than the world ever knew 
in any other navy. By,” he contioues, “the in- 
domitable energy and perseverance of Secretary 
Whitney the old war relics are ‘laid up in ordinary,’ 
or in process of being laid up. The Hartford, Far- 
ragut’s flagship, on which he was lashed to the 
shrouds at New Orleans; the Kearsarge, that sunk 
the Alabama, and tte other wooden vessels which, 
under their gallant comman ters and crews, made 
national reputations, will soon be housed and pre- 
served as monuments of American prowess upon 
the seas. A new Navy has been created. Should 
war result from misunderstandiog with England, 
not only would A-nerica be able to defend her ports, 
but England's floating wealth would .be at our 
mercy, and the conquest of Canada an easy one. 
When our great armored cruisers, now buiiding, are 
compieted, we can whip any navy in the world up- 
on the high seas.” 








Rumors are already ourrent of contemplated 
changes in stations of regiments in the early spring. 
The lst, 2d, 4th and 5th Regiments of artillery, each 
ef which have been at their present stations for up 
ward of three years, are believed to be involved. 
Other changes are also possible, if too much of an 
inroad is not made in the transportation funds be- 
fore next spring. General Schofield is known to be 
decidedly favorable to frequent changes, and, it is 
understood, will endeavor to adopt a standard time 
for changes in stations of regiments, as 10 the case 
of staff officers. If funds are available, all the artil- 
lery regiments, except the 3d, are likely to be 
movei, in which event those interested should re- 
ceive timely notice, as they doubtless will. There is 
no good reason why troops in the time of perfect 
tranquillity should be put to the inconvenience and 
expense of hasty removals. 








CHAIRMAN RANDALL bas issued a call for a meet- 
ing of the House Committee on Appropriations on 
Wednesday, November 21, to begin the preparation 
of the Appropriation bill to be submitted to Con 
gress next session.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


CommMANDER Samvuet H. Baxer, U.S. Navy, an 
Officer of long and effivient service, died at Norfolk, 
Va., October 30. A native of Pennsylvania, he en- 
tered the Navy from Arkansas Sept. 24, 1861, became 
Midshipman in 1862, Eusign and Master in 1866, 
Lieutenant in 1868, Lieutenant-Commander in 1869, 
and Commander December 26,1 84. At the time of 
bis death he was in command of the storeship 
Monongahela. Tbe remains were sent to the Naval 
Academy for interment. 


Or Lt. Co). Wallace, whose death was recently an- 
nounced, afriend writes: “There is no one whose 
death will cause, to those who knew bim, greater re- 
gret and grief, and none who will be more lovingly 
remembered. He was of the type and character of 
the older officer, and one who in taste, babits and 
acts of courtesy might be considered of the old reg- 
ime in its best sense and application. ln character 
an individuality which embraced all that went to 
wake up the officer and gentleman, and no one more 
truly deserved the title and lived up toit. Uoas- 
suming, dignified, and even punctilious in his inter- 
course, 1t was reserved for but few to enjoy bis inti- 
macy and close acquaintance. Such, however, were 
amply rewarded by a devotion so true, lasting, and 
so marked that none dared to question or assail. 
Col. Wallace was denied the activity of field service 
during the war, because of bia misfortune in being 
captured in Texas, early in 1861. By his parole he 
was prevented from purticipating or bearing arms 
until quite the close of the same. But for this acci- 
dent there is no doubt but that his gallantry, ability 
and patriotism would have added one of the bright- 
est pages in its history. He was, however, not in- 
active during this period, for he was early assigned 
and performed laborious and faithful service under 
the Governor of the State of New York in muster- 
ing, organizing and equipping the State troops, 
which were so creditable in numbers and efficiency. 
Thus, by his misfortune, being denied the privilege 
of recording heroic deeds, we are fuin to pay tribute 
to his higher qualities and manly virtues so well 
known and appreciated by his frieads.”’ 


CouoneL JAmeEs D. Potrer, who died at Trivity 
Hospital, New York City, Oct. 24, served in the 
Mexican War as second lieutenant in Burnett’s 
Regiment of New York Volunteers and afterwards 
as a 2d lieutenant of the 34 U.S. Dragoons. He was 
com wounded at Churubusco, and left the Ser- 
vice Ju z 81, 1848. When the war broke out he 
joined the 38th New York Volunteers, rising tolieu 
tenant colonel. He resigned Jan. 25, 1863. He was 
captured at Bull Ruo and taken to Richmond, 
where he was confined for more thana year.

REPOR? OF THE CHIEF OF ORDNANCE. 


GEN. Bénzrt, Chief of the Ordnance Department, 
U.8. Army, in bis annual report gives his total re- 
sources a3 $2,040,169.50, of which $341,774.54 remained 
on band at the end of the year; 41,130 rities and car- 
bines have been manufactured at the National 
Armory. The matter of a new powder has besn and 
continues to be a matter of study and trial, Fiench 
resuits with the Lebel rifie indicating a radical 
change. Seventy acres of land have been obtained 
at Columbia, Tenn., for the arsenal there, for which 
Congress appropriated $200,000. No regular 
appropriation has available for the 
armament of fortifications, but the sale 
of old material has provided for one 8-inch 
and one 10-in. B. L gun, composed entirely of 
American steel, one 19-is. B. L. gun, of which the 
tube, jacket, and trunnion hoops were obtained in 
England, and 25 3.2 in. steel field guns, all under 
manufacture, and to be completed during the com- 
ing winter at the Watervliet Arsenal, which bas a 
present capacity of about 50 field guns and one8-in. 
and one 10-in. gun per annum. The Duponts ap- 
pear to be failing the Department in the matter of 
powder. Two hundred and three rounds have been 
fired from the 8-in. B. L. gun and it is stillsound and 
serviceable, slight erosions appearing on the front 
slope of the powder chamber, the shot chamber and 
the bottom of the rifled bore. Experience indicates 
that the erosion increases rapidly as the pressures 
increase, and these in the 8-in. gua have averaged 
over 16 tons, and reached 22 tons per sq. in. 

From the I2-in. B. L. R. mortar, cast iron, boo with 
steel, 198 rounds have been fired, 78 with charges of from 50 
to 80 pounds, withan py) pam of about 28,000 pouncs 
but reaching as bigh as 33,000 poonds per square inch. The 
maximum charge is not less than 80 pounds wn prismatic 
powder; density of Joading, 1.113; weight of shell, 630 
pounds; maximum velocity, 1,152 feet; energy, 5,796 foot- 
tons, The range attained with this charge and weight of 
shell under an angle of 45 degs. was 10,480 yards, or 5.95 miles 

The bullistic results are given of preliminary firing with 
the 5-in. B. L. siege rifle, anc the 7-in. B. L. rified howitzer 
steel. The manufacture oj the 12-In. B. L. rifles, cast iron, 
tubed and cast iron hooped and tubed, after being suspend- 
ed for nearly two years, owing to the failure of the contrac- 
tors to complete them, was resu ned this spring.

A hand-satchel partly packed with 
hren, tooth and hair brushes, which was found at 
the house seemed to indicate that he intended to go 
on a short trip. A despatch received (Oct. 28 by Gen. 
G. A. De Russy, U.S. A., the General’s brother-In- 
law, from London, Ontario, states that Gen. Clitz 
arrived there Eettny. put up at the Tecumseh House, 
and left Saturday, though he has been suffering from 
acute nervous dyspepsia, “ for the East.’””. While in 
London the General appeared in good health, A de- 
spatch of Oct. 30 says: [tis learned that Gen. Clitz 
arrived at the Rossin House, Toronto, Saturday 
night, and spent Sunday there. Monday morning he 
took a Grand Trunk train bound West. Nothing 
further concerning his movements is known. On 
Thursday, Nov.1, aletter was received from him 
by his sister, inclosing a small sum of money, and 
speaking in a perfectly rational way of a family 
matter.

There have heen 90 more trials by General Court- 
martial during the past year than during the pre- 
ceding year. In 1880 there were 1,543; in 1881, 1,793; 
in 1882, 1,850; in 1883, 1.985; in 1884, 2.280; in 1885, 2,328; 
in 1886, 1,983; in 1887, 1,640, and in 1888, 1,730. 

The following are offences on which convictions 
were made: Absence without leave, 309; allowing 
prisoner to escape, 17; assault aud battery, 72; as- 
sault with iutent to kill, 1; presenting traud- 
ulent claim, 1; offering violence to superior 
officer, 3; quitting guard, 76; quitting platoon 
or division, 12; selling. losing or wasting Govern- 
ment property. 125; sleeping on post, 62; disorders, 
etc., 550; miscellaneous offences, 29; breach of arrest. 
8; desertion, 389; disobedience of orders, 78; disrespect 
to superior officers, 20; drunkenness, 124; drunken- 
ness on duty, 165; embezzlement, etc., 7; failure to 
attend drill, roll call, etc., 114; larceny, 62; mutiny, 
9; neglect of duty, 34. 

Reference is made at lencth to the necessity for a 
revision of the Articles of War and an urgent appeal 
made for the serious cousideration of the remarks 
made on the subject in the Secretar y’s last annual 
report. Tbe report savs- 

Were the Military Penal Code administered by perman- 
ently constituted courts, consisting always of judges fitted 
for the position by training and temperament, the ob: jon 
to such unmeasured ears power, although still 
manifest, would not be as great as it must be with tribunals 
of such superna! existence as our Courts-martial, sum- 
moped, as they are, to meet the exigencies of particular 
cases, composed of euch material as is most available, and 
recessarily, therefore, greatly differing in the age, experi- 
ence and calmness of judgment of their members. The con- 
sequence of this state of affairs is that we have different 
standards uf punishment prevailing in the different depart- 
ments, or, in other words, no uniform system governing the 
whole Army. 

The diversity of punishment which has thus sprung up, 
leads to the use of the pardoning power in its equalization. 
It is, perhaps, a necessary consequence, but I think an unfor- 
tunate necessity. . . . 

Tt 18 safe to say that in no other civilized country is there 
acode of peval laws which gives to the persons entrusted 
with their execution such enormous power over the per- 
sonal liberty of the subject. And in an age when in all 
other ways we seek to protect it against abuse, it is strange 
that laws placing it so unguardedly in the hands of the mili- 
tary power sbould be permitted to remain on our statute 
books. No retiection is intended upon the system of admin- 
istering wilitary law by military courts, but it is considered 
a defective system which aliows to the Court-martial such 
unnecessary latitude.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


READE CAMP OF INSTRUCTION IN WISCONSIN. 


Masorn-GenerRAL Terry got into the Regular 
Army from the volunteer forces of the country, 
and, appreciating the ladder by which he had 
climbed, he devoted ail of his energies that he could 
spare from the routine duties of the Regular Service 
to the improvement of the militia, or, as it is 
termed in most States, the National Guard. For this 
purpose, he surrounded bimself with a staff of offi- 
cers best calculated to impart instruction to the 
true arm of the defensive power of the Government 
—to wit, the militia. 

Shooting to hit is the objective point of the mili- 
tary art. All otherstudiesand drills are for the pur- 
pose of placing the soldier in a position to do this 
effectually. Gens. Sherman, Sheridan, Terry and 
Crook have appreciated this. The two latter named 
have detailed an officer on staff duty whose business 
vine months out of the twelve is to make himself 
useful to the militia. The extent to which they bave 
succeeded in the Statecf Wisconsin is shown in a 
single instance. 

In January, 1887, the officers of the Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard were treated to a lecture upon the 
eubject of rifle practice by Lieut. Reade, at Madi 
son, Wis. In March, 1887, the same officer lectured 
at Milwaukee to the Light Horse Squadron upon 
the same topic. In April, 1888, Gov. Jeremiah Rusk 
addressed a letter to Gen. Crook, uesting the ser 
vices of a skilled expert of the Regular Army for in- 
struction duty in connection with the National 
Guard of Wisconsin. 

This request was reiterated in June of the same 
ear. The points at which the services of this pro- 
essional were requested were Menomonie, Milwan- 

kee, Madison, Rippon and Camp Douglas. Gereral 
Crook detached an officer of his staff to be present 
at the places named and on the dates indicated by 
Gov. Rusk. : 

A detail of two members of each company of inf- 
fantry and each troop of cavalry in the State was 
made for the purpose of instruction in learning how 
to shoot. This detail, comprising in all about 87 
men and officers, received theoretical and practical 
instruction in rifle practice from Lieut. e and 
in September last all were assembled at a camp of 
instruction in rifle practice and put through the 
course as is practiced by the soldiery of the Regniar 


Army. 

Cane Philip Reade, as it was named in Governor 
Rusk’s General Orders, was the first rifle camp of 
instruction and practice ever held in this countr 
by State troops, and Lieut. e there en 

ractically upon bis new duties. What be accomp- 
ished will be readily inferred | all who know his 
enthusiasm and perseverance. It can only be a 
question of time when the salutary infiuenve of bis 
careful teaching will excite attention. 
Meanwhile the members of the Wisconsin National 
Guard bave done honor both to themselves and to 
him by presenting Lieut. Reade wich a testimonial, 
consisting of a solid silver set of 46 pieces, as an evi- 
dence of their apprecianon of bis valuable servives. 
The presentation, by a bappy coincidence, fell upon 
his 44th birthday and was made sovially interesting 
to a memorable degree. 

The example of Lieut. Reade in Wisconsin will 
naturally quicken interest among the militia of 
other States and good results must necessarily fol- 
low. In course of time all citizen soldiers may 
come to regard the rifle as a weapon of the 
highest importance when skilfully handled, instead 
of an ornamental! feature of the equipment.

In comparison with the English 
militia commands, be says, they are at no disadvan- 
tage in their perfection of drill, and he rates them 
higher when the intelligence and respectability of 
the wen in ranks is considered. in return for these

KENTUCKY. 


Tue ist Regiment, Kentucky State Guard, Col. 
J. B. Castleman, better known as the Lwuisvilie 
Legion, 1s one of the most efficient commands in the 
State. Ite organization dates back to the Mexican 
War, and since that time has seen coosiderabie 
active service, in which it acquitted itself most ef. 
ciently, and at times under very tryiog circum- 
stances. The regiment was practically recrganized 
in 1878. Since that time1i has been in active service 
in upholding the law as follows: Breabitt County, 
January February, 1379, where much hardship 
was endured in the severe er; 1881, tbree 
days’ service on riot duty; 1882, five days’ service in 
the mountains, and on their returo, while ee | 
the river, were set upon by an armed mob wit 
Winchester rifles—both from the shore and steam- 
boats. The same year the troops were again called 
out for duty in the same | ity, and remaiaed a 
month, @ very cold weather, in which four 
men died from exposure. Io 1835 a detachment of 
the iment was sent on active duty to put down 
trouble in Rowan County. In Maroh, 1887, the regi- 
ment was called out for seven days’ riot duty at 
Louisville, Ky., where the EeSee were overcome ty

We 
noticed several commandunts of companies salute 
the inspector when he approached the company to 
inspect it. This is unnecessary in the inspection of 
a battalion, the salute of the colonel, previously 
given, being all the tactics require. 

When the ijnspectcr begius the inspection of the 
frout rank, the lieutenants should face about and 
stand at in place rest until after the boxes are in- 
spected, when they should then come to attention, 
bring the sword to a carry, face to the frout, and 
come to an order. In several cases the lieutenants 
kept faced to the rear until the bya pratt was over, 
and the two lieutenants of the 9t company were 
faced to the frout at parade rest until the inspec- 
tion of theompany was finished, Lf they had all 
read the Army AND Navy JOURNAL they would 
have k'aown better. Each man as soon as his var- 
tridg’s box is inspected should close 1t at onoe, with- 
out command, as soon as the iuspector passes to the 
Moxt man. A large percentage of men failed to do 
ctixys until prompted by the inepectors or the cap- 
tain. Some mep wore collars and others did not, 
the effect of which looks bad. Co. D madean ex 
ceptionally good showing, every man being present. 
‘The captain, bowever, in bringing bis company toa 
carry at the approach of the inspector, committed 
an error—this 1s only done at theiuspection of a 
separate company. The command, uttention, in 
this case was all that was pecessary. The ivspec- 
ttion of arms had been mene eves y. so that cere- 
monyin the evening was dispensed with. The io 
spection ended at exactly 10 o'clock, baving occupied 
one hour and 40 minutes. The command bas made 
improvement since last inspection, and bas gained a 
higher percentage.

Co, O, 1ith Regt., Capt. Theo. F. Schmidt, assembled for 
drill on Friday eveving, Oct. 26. The company had a smail 
turnout, only 20 men were present out of 70 on the roll, 
Companies to be well dritled should bave ali men possible 

resent at drill, especially when the men are thuge 

ho do not bave work to doin the evenings. The leit guide 
akes his position on the left of the company after the fours 
are counted and not when the company is marching off. The 
company was drilled in the manual of arms, which was 
tairly done. The parade rest wus slow and it shou!d be exe- 
cuted with a snap. The company went through the loadings 
and firings. The guide: i%+<°d at the word ready when they 
stould have waited for the command, fire by company. 
The loading and firing wos ood, The fire kneeling was well 
done, except in rear rank the men made too much noise with 
their fvet. In the dre lying down, the file closers should lie 
down at same command asthe men. The fire lying down 
was fair. The men should bring their heads down to the 
ground the moment they have fired. The compaaoy was 
drilled in skirmish drill. Tne fire advancing and retreating 
was well done. When the company is firing and the com- 
mand is given, rally by fours, when they are formed, the 
men should fire to the front; many of the men fired to the 
rear. In tbe rally the sergeants also should fx their bayo- 
nets at the command, rally by fours. When the command 
was given to rally by company and che command was firiog 
the file closers aid not fire; every man should fire. Whben 
the line was deployed it was ordered to form on the left 
skirmisber. The line is tormed on that skirmisher and not 
the left sergeaut. When the firing bas ceased the captain 
should have commanded posts before marching the com- 
=! off the ground. The c>wp:ny was drilled in marching 
vy foursand by company. I> marching in column of fours 
the men marched too fust au) 1 .de unnecessary noise with 
their feet. The wheeliay bs «:mpany was not well doce. 
The men did not look to th —. arching flank and the men on 
the left, instead of marciins to the front in the wheel, 
marked time and then guve way to the rear, and the centre 
of the company marched too tastand did not give the ex- 
treme right time to finisn the wheel. The fours right and 
left about was well executed. The company stacked arms 
and went through the setting up exercises, which was well 
done. The company bad a few men who were not posted in 
tactics an‘l who should be in thesquad. The instructions of 
the commanding officer were well rendered and every move- 
ment was thoroughly explained berore it was executed, 


Co. C, Tist Regt., Capt. Francis, drilled on Friday evening, 
Oct. 26, the captain, Ist lieutenant and 21 men being present. 
The command was exercised for a considerable portion of 
tbe evening in the manual, with and without the numbers, 
which was generally weil executed. There are several meno 
who area trifie bebind time, which, so far as looks are con- 
cerned, count fora great deal and they should endeavor to 
act in unison with the remainder of the company.

THE Cincincati Commercial Gazette gives a detailed 
description of the new armory for the Ist Regiment, Ohio 
N. G.. and Battery B, Ist Artillery, which it describes as one 
of the bandsomest buildings now in course of construction 
in the city, second only to the Chamber of Commerce in its 
exterior magnificence, and superior in interior magai 
of expanse and strength. It is the only combination armory 
koown in the world 10 which both the regiment and battery 
are in the same svructure, yet entirely distinct from each 
other. The battery drill rooms have four doors, opening on 
Denman Street, whieh will allow the entire battery of four 
guns and iour ca torush upon the street atonce in 
case of a call for gory. The battery stables are an adjunct 
of driji hall, doubleiron doors being the entrance. The 
sta will accommodate 24 horses. A target range, 300 feet 
—— by 16 feet wide, is separated from the armory by the 

The flour of the 
battery drill room will be composed of yeliow clay and hair, 
mixed to the same consistency as first-coat mortar used in 
peamarne.

THE VERMONT STATE CAMP. 


TaEctT. Perer Leary, Jr., 4th Artillery, in a re- 
port tothe Adjutant General of the Army, dated 
Fort Preble, Me., Sept. 6, gives the results of his re- 
cent inspection of the State troops of Vermont. He 
describes their organization and their summer camp 
near Lake Memphbremagog. Says Lieut. Leary: 

On the afternoon of Aug. 21 I rode out to witness the 
work of the ist Light Battery. The borses had not been 
hitched to tne carriages since the prescribed drill in June, 
but they moved out at command without balking, only one 
pair showing any nervousness. Conceiving that I could be 
of some service ip the way of instruction, I showed al) the 
drivers the proper manver of standing to borse, of coupling 
and uncoupling the off horse, of mounting and dismount- 
int, of the position ef the bridle-hand, how to bold the 
coupling-rein, how to gather the near and the off horse, and 
how to move forward. They were quick to understand, and 
showed great interest in all I said. 


The presence of Co. F, llth U.S. Inf., Captain 
Ogden B. Read, in camp for four days * was of the 
greatest use to the troops in many ways, furnishing 
valuable suggestions of real soldiering.”’ The cere- 
monies of dress parade and guard mounting by the 
Vermont ivfantry batte!\ons “ were creditably con- 
ducted.” L[uspection sh) wed more or less dirt ip the 


The infantry is armed with the latest model Springfield 
rifle, furnished with the Buffington sight. The inspection 
showed that the men do not understand the value of proper 
care of theirarms. The dirt on them was such as would ac 
cumulate in a railroad ride of a few hours, and some of the 
pieces showed rust-marks from the exposure of the wet 
night end morning preceding the inspection. 

Owing to the fuilure of the Legislature to make suitable 
appropriations therefor, and to the wavt of safe ranges in 
the places of yearly encampmeonts, there has been but little 
target practice by the tarane. Some few of the companies 
had alimited amount of shooting, but there has been no 
momate practice. They bave bad no gallery practice 
whatever. 

Tne jofentry companies showed fair proficiency in bat- 
talion drill. Marked improvement was manifested from day 
to day in this matter until the end of the encampment.

This battery is probably ove of the best in the volunteer 
militia, as to its di to respond promptly to a call for 
service.

All the horses are owned in Brattleboro, 
where the battery is located. Whenever it parades or exer- 
cises mounted the pairs are generally used in the same teams 
and in the same places in teams, and the horses are vot 
strangers to their work. Tbe lead driver of the right piece 
owns bis own team and 22 other borses in the battery. The 
érivers of the pairs are the drivers in their daily work in 
Brattleboro and some of the other drivers own their pairs. 
This ptoment of efficiency is so unusual that I consider it 
worth noting.

Tux Italian Government bas agreed to increase 
the original contract price of the armor plates now 
under construction at the Terni Steel Works 17 
vept., raising it to 10.2d. per pound. The State has 
further agreed to give the steel works av advance of 
£119.000 and an immediate order for 3,000 tons of 
armor plates. 

Mr. THORNEYOROFT'S statue of Gen. Gordon, which 
is henceforth to adorn Trafalgar Square, wus very 
quietly unveiled on Tuesday, Oct. 16, without cere 
mony ofany kind. Mr. Primrose and afew friends, 
vocludinug the Baroness Burdett-Coutts, went over 
from tbe Office of Works, and in a few minutes laid 
the statue bare.

This, he 
states, could he dope with great ease, as the bed of 
this river is dry for fiye months of the year, and by 
constructing a dum iv a suitable position, the course 
of the river could be deflected towards the Red Sea.

GRAVELOTTE REVISITED. 


From an illustrated article by Murat Halstead in 
the November Century we quote the following: 
“During my two days’ second visit to the flelds of 
Gravelotte and Mars. La-Tour 1 began at St. Privat, 
which I bad not seen before, and followed the 
French line to Point de Jour, which ended the first 
day's exploration. The next day I followed my 
own track to the field as closely as practivable. 
There are a multitude of monuments dotting and 
dominating the immense plateau— bundreds of sim- 
ple iron crosses, and many imposing structures, 
some of them strikingly artistic; and as it was the 
auniversary of the death of tens of thousands, all 
the crosses and more ambitibus memorials were 
decorated with wreaths. Several of the graves bore 
records of the burial of bundreds of men in each, 
and there were long lists of officers who were 
moulderipg where they perished. In a field that 
bad just been closely harvested I could not finda 
trace of a trench—not a mark—where | had seen 
more than a thousand Frenchmen laid in a ditch 
and the earth shoveled upon them. Or, if there was 
a sign of that huge grave, it must have been in the 
blood-red poppies that bloomed on low stems in the 
golden stubble. The battlefields, though far within 
France in war time, are all ineluded within what 
is called German territory; but the village from 
whicb the combat of Mars-la-Tour takes its porten- 
tous name is on the French side of the new line, 
and I reached it to obtain luucheon and to see a 
monument erected to the ‘immortal memory’ of 
the French soldiers who fell on the 16th and 18th of 
August, 1870, at Rezonville-Vionville—as France 





pames the earlier contests—and Gravelotte in de- 
fence of their country. The monument is impres- 
sive, and was loaded with decorations and sur- 
rounded by a swarm of people, fierce with passion- 
ate enthusiasm for their gallant dead and for the 
revenges they believe in and never forget. It was 
the anniversary day for that field, and in their = 
the French on the irontier were velebrating it wit 
tears of grievous rage and frantic exclamations. 
The walls of the church in this place are filled with 
plain tablets, giving in long array the uames of offi- 
cers who died for France and were entered upon 
the rolls of glory seventeen years before, as they 
and those who loved them foudly hold in their reli- 
gion, that teaches the worship of Franoe.”’
